BILLINGS COUNTY BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS
REGULAR MEETING - JULY 6, 2010

The meeting was called to order at 9:00 A.M. with Commissioners Arthaud, Kasian and
Thompson in attendance.

Thompson moved to approve the minutes from the June 1, 2010 regular meeting. Kasian
seconded. All voted aye.

Others present during portions of the meeting were: Sheriff Dave Jurgens; Deputy Sheriff Pat
Rummel; Deputy Sheriff Jason Kastrow; State’s Attorney Jay Brovold; Fire Chief Tim Solberg;
Mike Heiser; Gordon Gerbig; Recorder Donna Adams; Tax Director Lynn Arthaud; Deb
Thuerer; Tina Thornton; Ron Jablonski; Russ Walsh; Myron Romanyshyn

Tim Solberg and Mike Heiser met with the board about the proposed additions to the fire halls in
Fairfield and Fryburg. They would like to get the Fryburg fire hall done this year and budget for
the Fairfield fire hall to be done in 2011. Commissioner Arthaud suggested bidding the Fryburg
project and once the bids were received it could be determined whether it could be incorporated
into the 2010 budget or planned for the 2011 budget. Tim also brought it to the board’s attention
that there was some cement repairs needed at the Medora fire hall. The board asked them to get
some quotes for the repair and bring them to the next meeting. The addition of a radio tower at
Fryburg was discussed.

Gordon Gerbig with the Medora Grazing Association informed the board that they were in need
of additional funding for CP projects, and requested that the county allow 25% of the grazing
fees that the county would receive through the 2011 Bankhead Jones funding be allocated back
to the Medora Grazing Association. This is an annual request and will not carry over to future
years unless it is requested. Arthaud moved to allow the additional 25% allocation to the
Medora Grazing Association. Thompson seconded. All voted aye.

Deb Thuerer, Parent Resource Center, discussed the programs done in the past year, and their
proposed budget allocation for the next year. Thompson moved to approve $1,368 be added to
the 2011 budget. Kasian seconded. All voted aye.

The bids for crushing and stockpiling gravel in W1/2SW1/4 Section 30, T138, R102 were
opened. Fisher Sand and Gravel submitted a bid for $141,700. Kasian moved to accept the bid.
Thompson seconded. All voted aye.

Donna Adams informed the board that she was going to get two more computer terminals
installed for record searches, and is also looking into having the documents digitized.

Lynn Arthaud gave the board a synopsis of the zoning board recommendations from the June 15,
2010 meeting. The application submitted by Gary Peterson to build a pole barn in SE1/4 34-140-
102 was approved by the zoning board. Kasian moved to uphold the zoning board
recommendation and approve the application. Thompson seconded. A building application
submitted by Roger and Naomi Rossow to construct residential structures (house, garage and
barn) on Lot 5, Block 1 of the Tetley Subdivision in section 33-139-102 was approved by the
zoning board. Arthaud moved to uphold the recommendations of the zoning board and approve
the application. Thompson seconded. All voted aye. The zoning board will hold the first public
hearing for the new zoning ordinance on July 8th, then the zoning board will act on the
recommendations for the final draft. It will then go to the Billings County Commissioners for
their action.

Lynn explained that a portion of the 2009 taxes for parcel 24-0000-1138-000 were up for
abatement because the structure is no longer there. Thompson moved to approve abating and
refunding $55.59 of the 2009 taxes. Kasian seconded. All voted aye.

Darlene Mitchell’s term on the SW REAP board expired June 30, 2010. She wishes to remain
on the board for an additional 2 year term. Thompson moved to reappoint Darlene. Kasian
seconded. All voted aye.



Leona Odermann with the Billings County Historical Society submitted a request that the board
waive the $25 special event permit fee for an event in September. They purchased permit for an
event in July 2009, but that event never happened, so they would like to apply that fee to the new
permit. Thompson moved to waive the fee for the 2010 permit. Kasian seconded. All voted aye.

The board recessed for lunch from 12:00 noon to 1 P.M.

Ron Jablonski, Tina Thornton and Russ Walsh with the U.S. Forest Service met with the board
for the annual meeting. Topics of discussion included the scoria pits, road maintenance
agreement, and easement inspections.

Discussion of the 2011 budget process and the cost of living increase was discussed. Thompson
moved to take 3.5% of the highest salary and give that same dollar amount to all the employees.
Kasian seconded. All voted aye.

Myron Romanyshyn addressed the board with concerns about the building and zoning
informational brochure that was mailed out to all residents of Billings County.

The board approved the revenue vouchers for the month of June: Zoning $225.00 permits;
County Recorder $11,228.50; Clerk of Court $269.50 county fees and $5,823.00 state fees;
Sheriff $1,184.27 civil fees and grant.
